between Eaton and oppo- 
“nent Robert Fasulo. Eaton 
collected 1,453 votes to Fa- 
sulo’s 1,109, according to 
the final certified results 
released by the Town 
Clerk’s office Monday. 

Peterson, on the other 
hand, saw a landslide victo- 
ry over opponent Kevin 
MacDonald, collecting 2,159 
votes to MacDonald’s 420. 

In the School Committee 
race, Byrnes earned 1,682 
votes, Ragsdale 1,327, and 
candidate Jesse Fennelly 
928. There were two open 
seats in the School Com- 
mittee race, and as such, 
residents were able to 
select two candidates. 

The total turnout was 
2,640 voters, representing 
15.61 percent of eligible 
residents.

TAX LAW 


— PART I — 


The marriage penalty is (mostly) gone 
at Here’s how the marriage penalty 
worked. Let’s say that two single individuals each earned a 
taxable income of $90,000 per year. Under the old 2018 tax 
brackets, both of these individuals would fall into the 25% 
bracket for singles. However, if they were to get married, 
their combined income of $180,000 would catapult them into 
tHe 28% bracket. Under the new brackets, they would fall into 
the 24% marginal tax bracket, regardless of whether they got 


married or not. 


“dn fact, the married filing jointly income thresholds are ex- 
aétly double the single thresholds for all but the two highest 
tax brackets in the new tax law. In other words, the marriage 
pénalty has been effectively eliminated for everyone except 
married couples earning more than $400,000. 


- Standard deduction and personal exemption 

The higher standard deduction really falls more under the 
category of a simplification than a tax cut. 

Yes, the standard deduction has roughly doubled for all 
filers, but the valuable personal exemption has been elimi- 
nated. For example, a single filer would have been entitled to 
@ $6,500 standard deduction and a $4,150 personal exemption 
in-2018, for a total of $10,650 in income exclusions. Under the 
few tax plan, they would just get a $12,000 standard deduc- 
tion. Is it better? Yes. But it’s not really “doubled.”

In the fall of 1887 came the 
pay-off on the rough-on-rats 
in-the-tea episode. Aunt Liz- 
zig Blanchard felt so badly 
about the affair that she told 
father she would give him a 
house lot, gratis, and let him 
pick=the spot if he would 
build-a house on it. 

So “the next year, father 
built the house which George 
Dillaway later occupied on 
ag acre and a quarter of 
land which mother picked

out because it had a beauti- 
ful view of the sunset across 
the old Pond Pasture of the 
Blanchard farm. A few years 
later, she was very much put 
out when William E. Gow- 
ing, who had bought the 
Blanchard farm from Aunt 
Lizzie, built a huge barn, and 
later a carriage house, be- 
tween our house and the sun- 
set. 

In those days a good water 
supply was a primary prob- 
lem for any new dwelling, 
house, and the difficulties we 
encountered in this respect 
resulted in our being the 
originators of “round and 
around she goes and where 
she stops nobody knows." 
Our lot had a ledge or rock 
under it, and father finally 
drilled 40 feet through it and 
tapped a beautiful supply of 


crystal clear drinking water. 
The drilling was done by 
horse power. 

A horizontal wooden wheel 
many feet in diameter and 
rotated by means of a horse 
attached to it by a whiffle 
tree and plodding steadily 
around and around in a circle 
was geared to a cam shaft 
which in term drove the rock 
drill. It was.a slow process 
consuming several weeks. 
Such were the mechanics of 
the horse-and-buggy days. 

A building boom started in 
North Wilmington as a fore- 
runner of the “gold coast” 
days of the gay nineties. In 
1889, William E. Gowing 
built the house in which I 
now live as a summer cot- 
tage for his daughter Annie, 
a tall, dark eyed beauty who 
had married her cousin Fred 


on Aunt Lizzie Blanchard’s 
croquet ground the year be- 
fore, her long, trailing white 
bridal gown gleaming like a 
lily against the bright green 
background of the flowering 
locust trees. The next year, 
Arthur T. Bond built the 
house later owned and occu- 
pied by Philip B. Buzzell. 

Farther north on Salem 
Street, Amos Durkee built his 
house out of lumber sawed at 
Silas Brown’s mill on Mar- 
tin’s Brook, while over on 
Ballardvale Road, Jerry Dou- 
cette was building his home 
on what later became Louis 
Doucette’s turkey farm. La- 
ter, Maundy Babine built a 
house next to it. 

Rodney Buck’s house came 
into being about this time. 
Originally it was a carpen- 
ter shop standing near An- 


dover Street on a corner of 
the Hamlen place. It be- 
longed to Emma _ Buck’s 
brothers, Frank and Ed 
Hamlen. They were carpen- 
ters, and after their sister 
married Bert Buck, they 
moved it down to its present 
location and converted it 
into a home for her. 

A little later, the Gallagher 
house was moved off the 
Coombs place to its present 
location on Mystic Avenue. 
Moving buildings around 
seemed to be one of the prin- 
cipal outdoor sports in the 
early days of North Wil- 
mington. Guildford’s house, 
(now the VFW) next to the 
North Wilmington Post Of- 
fice, where Warren Carter 
lived for so many years, was 
originally the old North 
School, standing on the site 


of the present building at the 
corner of Salem Street and 
Ballardvale Road. 

Just to keep up the school 
attendance Jim Regan, who" 
worked for a lifetime’ at 
Harriman’s Tannery, built a 
house next to the North 
School on Ballardvale Road; ' 
and had nine children, Min- 
nie, Jimmy, Johnny, Tommiy, ' 
Katie, Annie, Gertrude, Jo- ' 
anna and Danny. Regan 
Park is named for Johnny 
Regan, who enlisted in thé~ 
Canadian army and was 
killed in the First World 
War. (The monument ‘to 
John Regan is in front of the” 
Ford-Blanchard house; 
Salem Street at Middleséx ' 
Avenue. ) 

Along came Edwin L.' 
Haley and built what later 
became Coombs’ house.

Why Rezone? 
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Currently the land is zoned as an R60, which means that 1 lot = 60,000 square feet. Leaving this as-is it would allow for 45 new homes 


to be built on 60,000 sq. ft lots. These homes would likely sell for $800,000 (or more) which is market rate for new construction in 


Wilmington. 


Rezoning this land for Neighborhood Mixed Use will allow us to “cluster build” and keep the cost of ownership down. NMU zone is 
one of the only zones that allows for this cluster building and includes an option to provide veteran housing, senior and subsidized senior 
housing, farming, townhomes and multi-unit buildings. In our opinion, it’s the best zone to help the most amount of people. 


Don’t we need to preserve open space in Wilmington? 


There are 62.5 acres at 333 Andover Street. 12.2 of these acres are wetlands and there’s a utility easement owned by National Grid that 
--is.200° feet wide and 2,770 ft. long totaling 12.7 acres of a “no-build” area. This means of the 62.5 acres, 24.9 acres (39%) will remain as 
rs open space.

“mean in Wilmington? 


A common misconception is that our development will “bring in the poor 


_ people.” (I’m horrified to even repeat that, but grateful to be able to explain it.) 


Affordable housing is set at "80% of the Area Median Income (AMI). 
According to a presentation made by Town Planner Valerie Gingrich in 2017, 
Wilmington’s AMI is $103,000 and 80% of that equates to an individual making 
$54,750 (or less) or a family of 4 making $78,150 (or less) per year.” These are 
the same salaries as our very own town employees and teachers! 


Chapter 40 is a law that addresses affordable housing and clearly states each 
town must maintain and affordable housing stock of 10%. If the town fails to do 
so, it is subject to a “penalty” known as 40b project. The rules for 40b are very 
simple, there are no rules! Every neighborhood, every street in every zone and in 
every location throughout the entire town is open to a 40b project. 


FACT: In 2020, Wilmington will fall below the 10% mark by 60-70 units. Our proposal is to donate 40 units back to Wilmington’s 
affordable count to delay any pending 40b plans. — Valerie Gingrich 11/13/2017 in presentation to the BOS. 


What about senior citizens? 


FACT: The Town of Wilmington does not own one unit of senior housing. According to Wilmington’s 2017 Facility Master Plan, 
“The senior population segment in Wilmington is expected to grow significantly and disproportionately relative to other segments of the 
population. It is reasonable to expect related growth in the demand programs and services associated with senior citizens and potentially 


veteran's services.” 


According to the U.S. Census Bureau by the year 2020, the 65 & older population will reach 89 million. Every 8 seconds a baby 
“boomer turns 65 which means 10,000 People a day turn 65 which equates to 4 million people a year.

To the editor, 

The average house in Wil- 
mington went from $357,745 
in 2012 to 423,886 in 2017. In 
2012 the tax rate was 12.14 on 
every thousand dollars com- 
pared 14.45 in 2017? What? 
The average tax bill went 
from approximately $4,000 to 
$6,000, a 40 percent increase! 

Yet, Wilmington has one of 
the lowest Outstanding Debts 
in the area at about 42 mil- 
lion?

By PAIGE IMPINK 
News Correspondent 
paige@yourtowncrier.com 


na recent trip to Wash- 

ington, D.C., we visit- 

ed the impressive Li- 

brary of Congress, a 

series of three massive 

buildings which include the U.S. 
Copyright Office. 

Located across the street from the 

Capitol, it is easy to fit the. main 

building in to your touring schedule. 


‘ The Italian Renaissance 1897 Thomas 


Jefferson building is spectacular, 
starting with the giant Court of 
Neptune bronze fountain in the front, 
the sweeping granite steps and the 
ornately painted entry halls made of 
Italian and Tennessee marble. 

As you gaze at the grand staircases 
and gilt ceiling, one quickly realizes 
this is a special place. It is widely 
considered to be the most beautiful 
building in the District. The Library 
of Congress is the world’s largest li- 
brary, holding some 110 million pie- 
ces of material such as books, manu- 
scripts, artwork and more. 

Visitors can walk self-guided 
through much of the building or sign 
up for free docent-led tours. One of the

If you are familiar with the Na- 
tional Treasure movies, the reading 
room was used for filming. Members 
of the public are welcomed to use the 
room but must register as research- 
ers. Research materials are then 
brought by request for use in papers 
or for general interest and there are 
restrictions as to what items are al- 
lowed into the room. 

The library hosts ongoing exhibits 
in its upper level halls. On the day we 
visited, a comprehensive private col- 
lection of early artifacts from the 
Americas, including the first known 
map to depict “America” was fea- 
tured. The map, from 1507, was found 
in a castle in Germany and has been

brought to the United States to be 
displayed. 

Other exhibits include illustrations 
from.early comic books, a la the Mar- 
vel phenomenon, and Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s library. It was Jefferson’s collec- 
tion that was used to re-start the li- 
brary after it was destroyed by the 
British in 1812. A second fire in 1851 
destroyed most of Jefferson’s collec- 
tion, but the library, through a grant, 
is trying to reconstruct the original 
collection. It is quite astounding to see 
books from the 1700s, and observe Jef- 
ferson’s early organization system for 
cataloging books by subject matter. 

There are several wings in the li- 
brary with galleries tucked off of long 
corridors. Don’t be afraid to wander, 
as we did, to find the Children’s 
Literature center, the Bob Hope col- 
lection of humor and politics, or the 
Gershwin gallery, a tribute to George 
and Ira Gershwin and a look at how 
music underscored the political hap- 
penings of the ’20s and ’30s. 

Numerous artifacts are displayed 
with interactive exhibits, including 
sound and video. Other exhibits in- 
clude women illustrators, echoes of 
World War I, and the Swann gallery 
of caricature and cartoon. There 
really is something for everyone cap- 
tured in this amazing building. 

The Library of Congress has a café 
onsite, restrooms and numerous 
drinking fountains. Since no water 
bottles are allowed across the street at 
the Capitol Visitor Center, it is helpful 
to have a place to recharge. Add the 
Library of Congress to your list for 
your next DC visit. It is far less crowd- 
ed but just as impressive, informative 
and engaging as any of the Smith- 
sonian museums.

During her fresh- 
man indoor season, she 
broke a 20-year old program 
record in the shot put of 38- 
09.25 coming at the Division 
3 “Track Championships 
earning her all New 
England honors. 

Last spring, Cowden broke 
the school record in the dis- 
cus, throwing 126-3 which 
was good enough for second 
place at the ECAC Division 3 
Meet, also earning her All 
ECAC Honors. 

This past weekend's throw 
wasn't as far as the previous 
one, but it was another first 
plaee medal she can bring 
home. 

“Kate won the discus throw 


and placed second in the 
shot put at the GNAC 
Championships,” said head 
coach Kourtney Bonsey. “ 
Kate has qualified for the 
Division III New England 
Championships in both the 
discus and the shot put. 
Kate currently holds the dis- 
cus record at Regis with a 
throw of 38.50 meters, set 
last year the ECAC Track & 
Field Championships at 
Westfield State. She has 
made huge improvements 
since her freshman year, 
and her tremendous leader- 
ship has helped guide this 
team to its success.” 

Cowden said that while she 
and her teammates were 
throwing both the discus and 
shot put, all they really 
cared about was how their 
teammates/friends were 
doing in their own events. 

“The day started off great, 
the first throwing event to go 
off was (the) hammer 
(throw),” she said. “I didn’t 
compete in this event but my 
teammates did a great job in 
sweeping the event getting 
first through fifth place. We 
moved on to shot put where 
we did the same thing 
sweeping one through five. 

“Throughout the throwing 
events we were all receiving 
updates to how our team- 
mates were doing on the 
track. The runners, sprint- 
ers and jumpers all really 
stood out in their events hav- 
ing top finishes across all 
events. We moved onto the 
javelin where two of my 
teammates competed and 
pulled through for us scor- 
ing points. We then finished 
the day with discus. We had 
a strong performance in disc 
as well finishing with first, 
second, third, and fifth 
places.” 

While her teammates were 
chalking up _ impressive 
place finishes, Cowden fig- 
ured it was her turn to con- 
tribute. 

“My first throw of the day 
was actually the winning 
throw and following that my 
next five throws were all 
pretty consistent. It wasn’t a 
personal record but it was 
enough to win for the day. It 
was exciting to win the event 
as it’s always been my 
favorite event but I was 
more excited to have been 
able to do my part in assist- 
ing my team to the confer- 
ence win. 

“In regards to finishing 
first this year compared to 
second last year, this was a 
different meet than the 
ECAC meet I competed in 
last spring where I came in 
second. This meet was our 
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conference championship 
which is a separate meet. 
Honestly though, this win 
meant more to me than win- 
ning an individual meet 
because it was a team win, it 
was the chance to show off 
every individual athlete’s 
talents and show how we 
pull together to compete 
together and for one anoth- 
er.” 

Cowden added that it's 
been that feeling - being 
part of that one big family 
over the last four years - 
which is what she is truly 
going to miss once her sea- 
son and career officially 
ends. 

“Looking back now it’s 
really scary to think that my 
career is now coming to an 
end,” she said. “I can’t 
believe that next weekend 
I'll be competing in my last 
collegiate track meet and 
will be done with the sport 
that I fell in love with as a 
freshman in high school. I 
have come such a long way 
since my first day at prac- 
tice on the Wilmington High 
track to where I am now as 
a senior in college. I. am 
extremely grateful to have 
been given the opportunity 
to compete in college while 
pursuing my degree in nurs- 
ing. I am also grateful for 
everyone that has supported 
me throughout my journey. 
Since day one I have had an 
endless line of support. 
From my first coaches at 
Wilmington, Brie Karow and 
Mr. Kelley, to my coaches at 
Regis. My friends and amaz- 
ing family have been there 
for me every step of the way. 

“I owe so much to my par- 
ents who have been at every 
meet I have ever competed 
in and were always rooting 
for me. I owe it to my sister, 
Erin, who is the one that got 
me into the sport back in 
high school for always being 
one of my biggest fans. The 
friends that I have made 
throughout my career here 
at Regis and the teammates 
that I have had the honor to 
compete with is what has 
made my track career so 
memorable. 

“The endless practices, 
long bus rides, never ending 
meets every weekend, all of 
that is only worth it because 
of who I got to do it with. 
One of my former coaches 
here at Regis once said, 'I 
have come to realize one of

and that has been proven 
true over the years.

a no-hitter 
for Wildcats

_ Wilmington High senior 
piteher and captain Dan 
Gracia had flirted with a no 
hitter-before, coming within 
oné~dut of accomplishing 
the feat last season at 
Memorial Day Tournament, 
so “he knew the disappoint- 
ment of coming close to this 
incrédible achievement but 
having your hopes dashed. 

But on Tuesday afternoon 
against Watertown, Gracia 
was not going to be denied in 
his: quest, earning the first 
shutout of his career with a 
masterful performance 
wheré he struck out nine 
batters, walked one and had 
one batter reach on a field- 
er's. ‘choice, needing 101 
pitehes to complete his mas- 
terpiece. 

Pefhaps the most impres- 
sive’part about Gracia's out- 
ing was that he got better as 
the game went on, at least in 
his estimation, although you 
may have a hard time con- 
vincing the Watertown bat- 
ters of that since they strug- 
gled against him all day. 

"During the first three 
innings I was struggling to 
get ahead and throw the 
pitches I wanted," Gracia 
said. "But during the last 
four I got into a groove and 
was throwing all three of my 
pitches (fastball, curve, 
change) for strikes and that 
allowed me to have more 
control of the game." 

Gracia retired the first 
nine batters that he faced, 
before two runners reached 
in the fourth inning on a 
walk and a fielder's choice, 
but the right hander got the 
final two hitters of the 
inning, including the last out 
on-a-strikeout and cruised 


from there, retiring the last 
11 batters of the game over- 
all, simply overpowering the 
Watertown batters down the 
stretch, striking out six of 
the final 11 batters he faced. 

"He mixed his fast ball and 
breaking pitches in so well 
and for strikes," Wilmington 
coach Aldo Caira said. "He 
dominated, throwing first 
pitch strikes and seemed to 
get stronger as the game 
moved along. It was just a 
dominant performance, not 
much you can say beyond 
that. Danny is probably the 
best 1-2 pitcher in the state. 
He has an era of 0.00 and has 
only let up 4 hits over 20 
innings." 

As much as Gracia was 
dominating, the game was 
still very much in doubt 
heading into the fifth inning 
in a scoreless tie, but that is 
where the Wilmington bats 
came alive to put up seven 
runs, helped out by an RBI 
single by Gracia himself, 
and he and the Wildcats 
never looked back. 

"We had a few scoring 
chances early on but took 
advantage in the fifth and 
we were able to break it 
open with hit after hit after 
hit, which I hope is going to 
be able to jump start us and 
get us going in the right 
direction this season," 
Gracia said. 

Once he had his big lead, 
the outcome of the game 
was no longer in doubt, the 
only question was whether 
or not he would get his not 
hitter. As it turned out with 
the way Gracia was throw- 
ing, there was very little 
doubt he would accomplish 
that as well. 

"He kept them guessing all 
night. He was actually set-

As for Gracia, he certainly 
breathed a sigh of relief 
after that play, and then 
calmly went about the busi- 
ness of retiring the next two 
hitters, including putting an 
exclamation point on his 
performance with a strike- 
out to end the game. It was 
truly a moment that Gracia 
will never forget. 

"It was special for me 
because it was the first time 
throwing a no hitter on the 
big diamond. It was definite- 
ly a cool moment to share 
with Coach Caira and every- 
one on the team," Gracia 
said.

Shawn Estrela was the 
third member of the team 
and he came through with a 
strong performance as well. 
All three have been diligent 
in improving their technique 
each and every practice.” 

The pole vault trio of Sam 
Vince, Matt Thomas and 
Owen Surrette finished third 
as they collectively cleared 
24 feet. 

“The pole vault team has 
had very little practice this 
year,” said Kinney. “All three 
are extremely athletic and 
have picked up the vent 
quickly.
